OUT OF THE WOODS. 


The attacks upon Governor Woods’s 
character have been so persistent and he 
has been subjected to so many unfavor- 
able criticisms at the hands of the press 
and speakers of the opposition, as to 
demand some attention at the hands of 
his friends. That there is not even 
the semblance of truth in any of the 
charges made is of no consideration to 
those who asperse his character, and 
that this assertion is susceptible or 
proof will perhaps avail little with 
those who made the charges, never- 
theless the proof is at hand, and a gen- 
tleman of this city, a life-long Demo- 
crat, who was a resident of Oregon 
and cognizant of all that transpired 
during Mr. Woods’s administration as 
Governor, for the sake of truth and 
fairness, in an interview yesterday 
sweeps away the whole.net-work of fab- 
rication and gives the lie to the asser- 


tions of the Governor's corruption in 


fice. The gentleman referred to is Prof. 
Redway, of the State Normal School, 
a gentleman who has attained a high 
standing in this community by his so- 
- cial, educational and scientific attain- 
ments. The interview was as follows: 


Reporter—I learn that you are an 
acquaintance of Governor Woods, and 
was a resident of Oregon during his 
administration of the office. of Gover- 
nor. 

“Yes, I have been acquainted with 
him since 1868.” . 

Reporter —Have you read the charges 

- made against him in the newspapers? 

“T have heard them in substance. 
but I have not read anything definite. 
During fourteen years acquaintance I 
have frequently heard him criticised 
polizically ; in fact, as correspondent of 
a Democratic paper, I have on more 
than one occasion written a philippic 
against him, but I have never until 
this campaign known his integrity of 
character assailed.”’ 

Rep.— Where were you, Mr. Redway, 
atthe time these iniquities are said to 
have taken place? 

“T was a resident of Oregon. At the 
time of the election, for some reason or 
other, the returns for several of the 
eastern counties did not reach Salem 
until the time prescribed by law had 
passed by, and the official count was 
‘made without them. Woods was de- 
clared elected and the Democrats were 

- greatly incensed thereat, although the 
legality of the election was never ques- 
tioned. In consequence we made a 
grand rally four years afterward and 
elected .Grover for Governor, now 
United States Senator.” 

Rep.—What kind of an administra- 

_ tor was Gov. Woods’s? 

~~ “Well, it was certainly a good one. 
The Republicans claim that it was the 
best the State ever had. The only bad 
feature about it was the defalcation of 
Sam May, the Secretary of State. 
May was a first-class carpet-bagger, 
scalawag, and confidence operator 
combined. With May, Gov. Woods, 
to my certain knowledge, never 
had anything to do except of- 
ficially; they were not even on 
speaking terms. Afterward, while 
Woods was G: vernor of Utah, learning 
that May was_in the Territory, he 
caused him to be arrested and sent 
back to Oregon, where he was tried 
and acquitted through a legal technic- 
Woods had nothing whatever 
o with it, and I have never heard 
his bitterest enemy saddle any of this 
affair on Woods till the present. 
The next Legislature, in 1870, was, 
of course, Democratic. A committee 
was appointed to investigate Woods's 
affairs. The committee were in ses- 
sion till after the Legislature ad- 
journed, and their report was handed 
in to the Legislature of 1872, at which 
I was present during the whole 
session, and heard the report of this 
committee, which has becomc histori- 
cal as the famous “smelling commit- 
tee.” The-substance of the report was, 
that Muy was a defaulter to the tune 
of some thousands of dollars, and that 
Woods was behind to the amount of 
one office chair. The committee also 
presented a bill for services rendered 
I believe, allowed.

SAN FRANCISCO POLITICS. 


How Municipal Matters are Manipu- 
lated—Other Afuirs. 
To the Editor: 

San Francisco, Oct. 6, 1882.—The 
Democrats opened their Municipal Con- 
vention here yesterday. The anti-Buck- 
ley forces counted on a sure victory; but 
once in motion, the convention proved 
the superior power of Buckley. The 
first contest was over the chairmanship. 
It was Scrivener, anti-Buckley, against 
Stonehill, Buckley’s man.

as they had been instructed. Stonehill 
was the leader of the bold break. He 
pretended to have seen Tilden, and 
related to his colleagues, who had not 
seen the statesman of Grammercy Park, 
that the ‘‘old man’’ was a mental wreck 
and physically broken down. In Ne- 
vada, before the meeting of the conven- 


tion which sent the delegation, at the 
time of his appointment, after he had 
carried it, and until a visit he made to 
Washington, subsequent to his arrival 
at the East, where he was in close con- 
fab with Judge Ficld’s friends, he has 
been the most enthusiastic of Tilden’s 
supporters..

The Prohibition Convention 
here helped more than it harmed him, 
for the most influential portion of the 
convention, favorable to his election, 
withdrew from it, and the remain- 
ing portion, mainly Democratic, 
stultified themselves by their nomina- 
tions. Much depends upon what the 
State Convention of Grangers shall do 
and the manner in which they shall do 
it. Ifthey meet in strong force and 
show themselves to be in earnest in the 
anti-monopoly fight, their action will 
have much to do with electing the can- 
didates they nominate.

“HITTING THE PIPE. 


A Times Reporter in the Tntrivacies| 
of an Opium Den. 


The Drug—How it is Prepared—The “Fiends” 
and their “Lay-out”- How it Affects 
One—The Soiled Doves. 


’ A Trves reporter on Monday under a 
roving commission, captured the follow- 
ingitem: In making up this account 
the reporter had to ‘‘catch on’ to de 
tails wherever he could, and jot down 
detached facts in a conglomerate and 
most unorthodox way. Let some reader 
go into a den and find out how it is 
himself. ‘The reporter once inside, and 
the smokers satisfied that they will not 
be ‘‘given away,’’ they overcome and 
smother (figuratively) the seeker after 
knowledge with volunteered informa- 
tion. The drug which is smoked is not 
opium as it is gathered after exuding 
from the poppy ball or seed capsule. It 
is an extract of opium called ‘‘chandoo.”’ 
This is a soft, waxy substance, de- 
scribed hereafter, andis made up into 


roasted over a lamp before smoking. 
Smokers here call the substance ‘‘hop,”’ 
in Chinese, ‘‘hop-en-ya.’’ Smoking 
they designate as 
“HITTING THE PIPE A LICK.”” 
‘Smokers speak of each other as ‘‘fel- 
low fiends.’’ ‘‘Yentok’’ is the wire 


used for cooking the ‘‘hop’’ over a lamp 
preparatory for smoking. The lamp is 
‘called ‘‘yenong,’’ and burns nut-oil. 

The substance of which the bowl of the 
pipe is made resembles black stone, or 
meerschaum. It is some sort of clay 
burnt, and susceptible of high polish. 
The stem is over an inch in diameter, 
some eighteen | inches long and is calleda 
‘*ven-tse-ong,’’ or as Los Angeles smok- 
ers say, ‘‘yenteong.’’ The smoking ap- 
paratus does not in any manner look 
like a tobacco pipe; it more resembles a 
flute with an inverted inkstand fastened 
upon it midway between the ends. In- 
stead of the bowl being hollowed out at 
the top, it has a half-inch cavity at the 
bottom, the opening at the top being ro 
larger than a capital nonpareil O.. The 
‘‘venowe’”’ then is screwed fast to the 
‘*ven-tse-ong,’’ at the center and not at 
the end; the ‘‘hup’’ is applied to the 
nonpareil orifice of the bow! (after being 
roasted) and held over the lamp, the 
smoker being in a reclining position; 
the ‘‘hop’’ begins to ‘‘fiz’’ above the 
flame, the smoker, with long draws, in- 
hales the smoke, and fumes, exhaling 
the same through his nostrils. One pill 
is sufficient for only two or three long 
draws, but as thé smoker don’t generaf- 
ly have much other business on hand, 

he 

“FILLS HER UP AND HITS HER AGAIN’ — 


and again and again. The habit is 
called “yen-yen: The ‘‘yen-tse-gow,’ 

or ‘‘yenwwot,’’ is a crvoked instrument 
used ta clean the charred ‘‘hop’’ from 
the pipé after smoking. These clean- 
ings are saved and manufactured into 
more ‘‘hop,’’ which is sold under the 
name of ‘‘gee-yen’ “gee” meaning 
two, or second. A “cop” or detective 
is called a ‘lookey.’’ ‘T'wo-bits will buy 
fourteen ‘‘funs’’ of ‘thop’’ here, or sev- 
enteen in San Francisco—in quantity 


about ordinary-sized thimbleful. 
This is put up in a ‘‘hop toy,” else- 
where described, ora ‘‘le-gee.’’ The 


popular supposition that cigarettes con- 
tain opium is, say the fiends, ‘‘a delu- 
sion and a prohibition snare.’’ Not 
every scallawag who blows smoke 
through his nose and looks like a ‘‘fancy 
man’’ rises to the dignity of a first-class 
‘‘hop fiend.’’ These latter are known 
by their looks—by their complexion. 
The public are also mistaken in sup- 
posing that all the sports seen on Main 
and Spring streets, and all the ‘‘mash- 
ers’’ with red faces, red ears, red necks, 
and who sport a blonde moustache, 
earry light canes, wear heavy watch 
chains, and stare decent women out of 
countenance at the postoffice and else- 
where, ure ‘‘hop fiends;’’ these are yet 
tipplers of ‘‘the wine when it red,”’ 
but will come to ‘‘hop”’ after awlHile, 
perhaps. But to come back to ‘‘hop.”’ 
The drug is of a black color and of the 
consistency of heavy molasses. To pre- 
pare it for the pipe it must be ‘‘roasted,”’ 
as it is impossible to use it, the ‘‘fiends’’ 
say, without roasting, as in its marketed 
condition it is absolutely poisonous. 


_A COMPLETE LAY OUT FOR SMOKING, 


or such ds is used commonly, embraces 
a tray, lamp, pipe, wire for roasting, 
instrument for cleaning bowl, scissors 
and the poisonous drug. The smokers 
procure their drug from some celestial; 
it is put up in a horn or bone box with 
a close-fitting top. The box resembles 
a small match box-—one of the old-fash- 
ioned, round kind, but about half the 
size. Should the smoker purchase a 
small quantity and not have a box, the 
Chinaman will give him the drug in a 
‘‘li-gee,’’ the shell of a species of Chinese 
nut.

‘‘desire.’’ For instance, when the Be 
victim begins to feel that he must 
smoke, he says of himself: ‘‘I have the 
habit,’’ or, ‘“whenever I have the habit, 

must smoke or suffer a thousand 
deaths.”’ 

LIKE LEARNING TO DRINK 


intoxicating drinks, the first experience 
is likely to make one very sick; and, 
again like strong drink, the habit grows, 
and after six months or a years’ time, 
the smoker becomes confirmed, and so 
strongly bound is he by the fascinating 
influences of the drug that seldom any- 
thing but death frees him from the 
| ‘‘habit.’’ Its use tends to constipation 
and consequently disease of the bowels, 
while it is equally dangerous, on the 
other hand, to withhold the drug from 
the confirmed smokers, this making im- 
minent the opposite danger. One ot 
the ‘‘fiends’’ said to our 
‘“‘When I am under the habit I am of no 
use for anything, and can do nothing 
witl.out great suffering.’’ Some smok- 
ers manage to get along with four-bits’ 
worth of opium a day for a good long 
time, as they say, which may mean six 
months or six years; some use two dol- 
lars’ worth per day. They claim that 
its use overcomes the
